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The CONCLUSION: 


| I Might have added a 5th Section about the Juriſdiction which 


the Church of Rome challenges over Princes, and about their 
Canonization of Saints, their Conſecration of Agnus Dei t, and 
Beads, &c. and the Uſe theſe and the like are applied to. I might 
have iurther conſidered their Notes of a Church, and ſhew'd how 
many of them are not true, or however de not belong to thee Church 


of Rome; but that would be too large a Subject to enter upon; 


And what has been ſaid will be ſufficient to ſhew how far that 
Church bath err'd from Truth and Reaſon. For if we ſet their 
Councils, Miſſals, Breviaries, Rituals and Catechiſms on one Side, 
and Scripture and Antiquity, on the other; we ſhall find their 
Doctrines and Practices as well oppefite to thoſe, as they are op- 
poſite to ours: And may be aſſured that Perſons may ſooner loſe 
their Eyes, than find there ſuch a Primaey of St. Peter, as they 
contend for, or their Vicarfhip of the Pope, the Invocation of 
Saints, the Worſhip of Images, Service in an Unknown Tongue, 
Tranſubſtaotiation, Purgatory-z and the reft that they contend a- 
gainft. Scripture and indubitable Antiquity are the Authority we 
appeal to, thither we refer our Caſe; and can heartily conclude 
with that of Viacestius Irin. That is 10 be beld, which bath
